Divide the body of man in four parts. The 

] head; the breaft; the belly; oe bladder. 
The Head. : 

When any difeafe is to affect the head, cere 

tain prefages and figns do, for the moft part, 

* foretel the fame; of which fort are, heavinefs © 
of the head, even to the eyebrows; the buz- 
zing aoife or found of the ears; and the beat- 
ing of the temples of the head ; in the morn- 
ing the eyes are watery and dim; the fmelling 
of the nofe is dull, and the gums do fwell. 
Therefore, when you perceive any of thofe 
prefages or figns, the head is forthwith tobe = 
purged, not with the help of any medicament, = 
‘but with the tops of hyfop and organy, bruf= 
fed, and boiled ina little pot with baftard wine, 
‘or nine ounces of broth, with which wah 
your month fafting, and gargarize therewith. 
until the whole pituitous humour be expelled, 
’ This indeed is the eafieft remedy for the head, 
Te will be moft healthful, in like manner, to 

wath the mouth fafting, with a decoction of 
_muittard in mulfe water, z, ¢. with water and 
honey made hot and fteeped, and by gargari- 
ering draws forth the humour out of the heddns ae 

:. ae A Bat a re 
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But it will be expedient to rub the head firft 
very gently, and keep the head very warm 
with fome cover, that the diffolved pituitous 
hinderance being removed, may the more ea- 
fily pafs away. Every one who neglects the 
forefaid figns and fet down remedies, may 
certainly be perfuaded to bein danger of thefe 
difeafes; to wit, of the ophthalmia, which is 
a dropping waterinefsand running of the eyes; 
of the glaucoma, which is a drynefs of the 
chryftalline humour, with concretion; of the 
pain in the ears; of the kernel in the neck; of 
the confumption and mortification of the brain; 


of the pofe, which is a fluxion of undigefted ' 


humours flowing from the ventricles of the 
brain to the nofe, which is caufed by the heat 
of the fun, or by the liberal drinking of wine, 
or by hot baths, or by immediate cold in the 
head; of hoarfnefs; of the night fquinance; 
of the falling of the uvula or pap of the 
hafs; of the falling off of the hair; of little 
~ ulcers in the head; and of pain in the teeth. 


The Breaft. 

When the breaft is in danger of any difeafe 
or ficknefs, you fhall know it by thefe figns or 
fymptoms; to wit, fome fweat will break thro’ 
the whole -body, burt chiefly about the region 
of the breaft; the tongue will become big, and 
grofs and falt bilous matter is {pit out of the 
mouth voluntarily; pains arife in the fides, 
fhoulders and fhoulder blades without manifett 


caufe; 
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caufe; often gaunting, much trouble or, weak- 


nefs for want of fleep, vexed and opprefled 


with choakings and ftrangling; a drouth and a 


thirft is prefent, and in fleep trouble and anxie 2 


ety of mind; ftraitnefs of the breaft ve: 


them; a pedcaale cr the arms, and trembling 


of the hands. Which difeafes of the brealt 


are often cured after this manner ; in the firft 
place, give and provoke a vomiter in the mor- 


ning before meat, fafting; whoever therefore 


are pleafed after this manner to vomit, let them 


eat or devour radifhes, crefles, rochet, muftard, 


or purflane, afterward let them vomit by ta- 
king a plentiful draught of Juke-warm water. 


‘Thefe who through negligence pafs over the | 


forefaid figns and remedies, may be afraid of 


thefe difeafes, vz. Pleurify; of the peripneu- 
monia; of melancholy; of acute and fharp 
fevers; of frenzies; of the lethargy, with the — 
hickup; a vehement heat of the jawsorcheeks, 


or hot or red {wellings. 


The Belly, 
If any difeafe affect the belly, it is difcover- 
ed by thefe fymptoms; firft of all, the belly is 
drawn together, mutters, and is vexed; meat 
and drink have a bitter relifh and tafte; there 
is an heavinels and trouble,in the knees and 
legs; an inflexible ftiffnefs in the back-bone er 
loins, with a wearinefs of the whole body, 
without any manifeft caufe. When you obferve 
_thefe fymptoms, the body is-to be mollified and

made foluble, by no kind of medicine, but by 
dict, for it is better, and far more fure, to 
make ufe of thefe things wherein there can 
be no offence, Of this kind and number are 
beers boiled in mulfe water, and garlic boiled 
with mallows, four docks, mercury, all made 
up and rinded with honey; every-one of thefe 
purge the belly gently and abundantly; for 
which, if any of thefe prefages be-more and 
more vehement, you fhall infufe the liquor or 
juice of baftard or garden faffron in al} the de- 
coctions, for this is more pleafant, and more 
fure Alfo fmooth coleworts boiled in a good 
quantity of water, will be very profitable; a 
draught of this broth, to the quantity of five 


~ ounces, with honey and falt, will help mightily; 


and likewife the decoétion of fitches, drunk in 
the fame meafure, for ic worketh the fame 
effe@. Thefe figns and helps being flighted, 
and little efteemed, oftentimes thefe difeafes 
enfue, viz. the diarrhea, dyfenteria, lienteria, 


iliac pafiion, fciatic, tertian fever, the foot- 


boot, apoplexy, hemorrhoids, and aches. of 


The Bladder, 

When any difeafe is approaching to the 
bladder, it is known by thefe marks and 
fymptoms, After a little meat, fulnefs is dil- 
cerned to trouble or vex much; there arifeth 
puffs of wind, and breeding of wind ia the 
body; belching or rifting; and pains through 
the whole body; flcep is troublefome and 
painful ;

painful; the urine thin, watery, and dropping; 
difficulty alfo about the privy members; buboes 
or cedemous fwellings. When fuch figns or 
prefages appear, they are conveniently to be 
helped by remedies forcing and provoking 
urine: Chat which doth perform this without — 
danger, isthe roots of fennel and parfley {teeped 
‘and decocred in thin fragrant white wine, fo 
that eight ounces of the broth or liquor be 
given every day, to wit, morning and evening, 
with the water of carrots, alexander, or ele- 
campane, or any of thele, for they are all alike 
profitable; alfo the water of fitches fteeped or 
boiled, drunk with wine by the difeafed, will 
produce the like effeét. Whoever imprudently 
neglects the forefaid figns and remedies, let him 
be afraid of thefe, vz. of the dropfy, of the 
{welling of the f{pleen; of the pain of the liver; 
of the gravel; of pain in the reins; ftranguary, 
cholic. Moreover, in all the figns and maladies 
which are already fet down, it is convenient to 
give the gentleft medicaments to infants and 
the younger fort of people, and the ftrongeft — 
to thefe of riper years, and more aged perfons. 


Moreover, becavfe fome certain difeafes ufe to. 


invade at certain times of the year, in which 
-aliment or nutriment is to be efchewed or ta-. 
ken, I fhall briefly profecute this, begianing. 
at the winter folftice.

E(chew exercife 
and venery. From the autumnal equinox to

6.. Setting of the feven fiars. 
About this time, until the winter folftice, 


pituit abounds in men; and therefore, ufe 

muft be made neceflarily of all’ kind of Your 
and fharp things, of pleafant wines, and make — 

ufe of fat things andexercife.

plied. The milk of a bitch applied, hinders | 
the growing of the hair.

bones put upon the head, caufeth hair to fall 


off prefently. 
To make the hair black. 
Take the bark of the fallow tree diflolved

Afphodile roets rubbed on the head, being 
firft fhaved. 

For blifters and [cabs on the bead. 

There is nothing better than to wafh the 
head often with vinegar, or water wherein 
camomile has been fodden. Crefles bruifed 

with goofe-greafe applied, cures the {fcabs, 
Violet leaves bruifed with honey, and appli- 
ed, cures fuddenly. Vinegar, wherein wine 
lees, or tartar, has been fodden, applied. Wath 
the head with the decoction of the leaves and 
middle bark of an oak tree, in water. The 
leaves of radifhes, or riferts, bruifed with old 
greafe, applied to the fcab. Scabious bruifed, 
with old greafe, takes away blabes, and blifters” 
that come of the fame in the head. _Worm- 
wood bruifed and applied to the head helpeth 
fuddenly. Take old fwine’s greafe, Celan- 
dine, and brimftone, bray and bruife them well 
together, anoint the head, (the hair being firft 
pulled) ’tis excellent. ‘Take of allum eight 
ounces, of fale eight ounces, diflolve them in 
itrong vinegar, and anoint the head theres 
with. The raw liver of a pig plaiftered on 
the head for the fpace of twenty days, and 
then wath it with cold ‘water, and it fhall be 
whole, The juice of agrimony, with falt ap- 
plied. Clip off the hair of the head, and then 
wath it with ftrong vinegar, or with the pa- 
tetits urine, he being fafling, afterwards fprinkle 
on the powder of tartar, or burnt wine lees. 
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For lice and nits. 
The fileings of hartfhorn drunk in wine, is 


profitable; but it will be more forceable to 


make an unguent therewith. The powder of 
pepper mixt with fpittle applied.

A linen cloath 
dipped in vinegar, and wrapped about the pri- 
vities, Six bitter almonds eaten before drink. 


For running ulcers of the head 

Anoint the head over with old pifs or urine. 
A plaifter made of mallows and man’s urine, 
applied to the head. Anoint the head with the 
afhes of burnt garlic mixt with honey. Anoint 
the head over with {trong brine. Make a bon- 
net of the leaves of ivy, by fewing them to- 
gether, and cover the head therewith. Anoint 
the head with the juice of the heads of mint, 


For inflammation of the head, called Siriafis. 
~Onguentum rofaceum, or unguentum popule- 
um mixt with oleum papaverinum, anointed on 
the head. 
For the lethargy. 

Bruife and bray rue and water-mints with 
flrong vinegar, and apply it ‘to the nofe. A 
man’s owa hair burnt, mixt and made-up with 
vinegar, and applied to the nofe, awakens 
them powerfully. The blood ‘of a fhell-crab a- 
nointed on the forchead, is very profitable. 
The lights of a pig applied thereto.is marvel- 
lous good. The fmoke of galbanum, or ‘hartf- 
horn, put up in the nofe is preferable to any 
thing whatfoever. MJe/ anacardinum drunk is the 
proper medicine for this difeafe. Put the eggs 
or heart of a nightingale under the pillow or 
boliter, and it will binder any man from fleep- 
ing ; and whofocever drinketh them shall ne- 

. yer 


-yer fleep.. The fmoak of kids leather burnt, | 
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holden to the nofe, awakens the patient out of 
the mere ; as alfo, it awakes the epileptic, 
and thofe that have the hyfteric paflion. Savo- 
ry applied brutfed or fodden plaifterways to 
the hinder part of the head, awakens them that 


are in a deep fleep. Sage and lavender do the 


fame, Bray or bruife muftard-feed with vine- 
gar, and with the fame rub the foles of the 
feet flrongly, and it will awake the patient. 
Cur off the head of a-batt, put ic in a black 
cloth, and bind it to the right arm, and it will 
not fuffer ene to fleep, until he ae it afide. The 
heart of a batt. deth the fame, being carried 


about one. Burn the whole fkinof a hare, with 


the ears and nails, the powder thereof being 


given warm to the patient, cureth the lerhar- 


ey perfectly. Conferveof gilliflowers, conferve 
of the flowers of fage, conferve of the flowers 
of rofemary.

‘wine, caufeth a man ever to fleep, until ye 


give him vinegar. A water-{punge dipt in hot 
wine, and applied to the pap, often caufeth 
fleep. Boil hemlocs in water, and apply it to: 
the patient’s head, the hair being firit fhaved 
off, it effeCtually draws forth the frenzie, con- 
filling both of thin and-grofs humours. 
Againft the great anxiety and wearinefs of 
this difeafe, put up the juice of ivy into the 
nofe, and apply mint boiled -in vinegar to the 
head, the hair being firft fhaved. The hot 


lights of a beaft is very profitable. “Anoint 


the lips and nofe with {weet wine, wherein 
henbane hath been boiled, and prefently the 
patient fhall fall afleep, wzth great admirati- 
on. Anoint the forehead with the oil of 
rofes, and apply the jellies to the vein in 
the midft of the foreleaa it is marvellous 
good. 
For inveterate pain in the head. 

The j juice of ground-ivy put up in the nofe 
purgeth the head very well, and eafeth the. 
pain thereof; and the juice of black ivy put up 
in the nofe, cureth the filthinefs of the nofe. 
For rhetm, or defluctions of the head coming 
of a cold oatite, a or wild thyme bruif- 

ed,

ed, roafted, or fried, and applied hot to the 
head, eafeth the pain thereof. The fume or 
fmoak of the decoction of rofemary in wine, 
cureth the pain of the head. Beans fodden 
without the {kin, bruifed and applied plaifter- 
ways to the head, cureth the pain thereof. Hy- 
fop roafted, and applied to the head, is very 
profitable for the pain thereof, coming of 
rheum. Dove’s dung, horfe, or water-mint, 
and the feed of rue bruifed and roafted, ap- 
plied to the head, drieth up the cold thereof, 
and cureth the oldeft pain in thehead.

which exafperate. Hurts which come of fmoke, 
duft, heat, or crying, are eafily cured, if, at 
the going to bed you give them cold water, in 
which Jiquorice hath been fodden, and fo in 
the morning give them a piece of bread {teeped 
in that fame water, and that will quench thirft. 
Simple water doth the fame. Hurts which 
come to the lights by defluctions, are helped — 
with thofe cures that are mentioned. For the | 
cough, thefe pills are very effectual ; recipe gum- 
mi arabici, tragacanthi, of each of them two 
drams, make them up with honey. 


For the pleurify. 

The firft operation for curing of the pleuri- 
fy is, in the beginning, to draw blood in the 
oppofite fide, and, if the pleurify be confirmed, 
draw blood in the fame fide; but if there be 
not blood taken in the beginning, you muft 
ufe partly evaporating, partly maturating me- 
dicines, and that of the ftrongeft, after the 
high ffate of the difeafe; of the which the beft 
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is a fwine’s bladder full of the decoction of 
camomile, melilot, fenugreek, or the like; and 
you muft beware that you do not apply eva- 
porating medicines in the beginning, becaufe 
thereby you fhould make more hurt to the pa- 
tient; beware of giving diuretic medicines, but 
rather give ingrofling or dividing medicines, 
which are thele, to wit, the root of holyhock, 

figs, liquorice, almonds, fenugreek, and the 
like.
